The Missiles Came Fr om the Windows 
of a Basioess Collegre—The

C h i c a g o , Oct. 28.— Half a dozen 
r otten eggs wer e hur led at William 
Jennings Br yan and his wife while 
they were being dr iven to Batter y 
D yester day after noon, escor ted by 
a guar d of honor fr om the Cook 
County Democr atic Mar ching club, 
but owing to the poor aim of the 
per petr ator s of the outr age neither of 
the intended victims was hit by the 
malodor ous missiles. 
Four member s of the mar ching 
ub wer e less for tunate, and pr e­ 
sented a sor r y spectacle after the 
eggs had been thr own. 
Michigan 
avenue was densely packed at the 
time with admir er s of Mr. 
Br yan, 
and when they lear ned of the attack 
they wer e fur ious. 
The eggs wer e thr own fr om the 
upper 
stor y of 
Power s' Business 
College, a five-stor y building at the 
nor thwest cor ner of Monr oe street 
and Michigan avenue, by a boy of 
17 and an unknown ma^ who wor e 
a white plug hat. 
Mtet the eggs 
came a shower of white paper bails, 
one of which landed in Mr s. Br yan's 
lap, and this gave rise to the story 
that she had been hit by an egg. 
The first egg thr own str uck one of 
the escor t just ahead of Mr. Br yan. 
' All eyes wer e at once tur ned to 
the college buillege building. Ther e 
. in an upper window stood a 
boy, 
who took deliber ate aim and hur led 
two mor e eggs at the car r iage. 
One 
of them went wide of its mar k, but 
the other str uck a guar d on the 
back of his neck, spatter ed over his 
shoulder s and 
tr ickled in 
yellow 
r ivulets down his back. 
The boy 
quietly withdr ew fr om thè window, 
and 
as the angr y 
farowd made a 
rush for the building a man with a 
white plug hat thrust his head fr om 
the same window and thr ew three 
mor e eggs, two of which landed on 
member s of the mar ching club and 
spatter ed them fr om head to foot. 
Cr ies of ' ‘Lynch them," “ 
Hang 
the villains," r esounded thr ough the 
str^iets, and the cr owd tried to enter 
the building to car r y out its threat. 
Half a dozen policemen had alr eady 
taken 
possession 
of the 
college, 
however , and although the angr y 
cr owd made a spir ited dash, the 
officer s br andished iheir clubs and 
succeeded in keeping the enr aged 
people back and eventually in dis­ 
per sing them. 
•Two newspaper men gained en­ 
tr ance to the building, however , and 
on r eaching the upper floor found 
the youthful miscr eant cr ouching 
behind a door and expecting to be 
lynched. 
When 
questioned 
as 
to 
his 
motive he said he had thr own the 
eggs “ 
just for fun." 
The man with 
the white plug hat did not wait to 
answer questions, but r unning to a- 
window opening on the alley, thr r w 
up the sash, scr ambled down the 
fire escape, walked r apidly to M ad­ 
ison street, boar ded a cable car and 
was soon beyond pur suit. 
The boy 
was not ar r ested. 
Wild r umor s of the affair spr ead 
quickly and pr oduced intense ex­ 
citement on 
the 
streets, 
at the 
hotels and clubs. 
The police say 
they were afr aid to ar r est anyone 
lor fear of cr eating a panic among 
the 300 girls who wer e in the build- 
iug. 
The identity of the man who wor e 
the white 4iat r emains a myster y. 
If the police know it they pr ofess 
ignor ance. 
Silver men say he was 
a goldbug fanatic, who desir ed to 


insult Mr. 
Br yan on his own ac- 
couut or who, per haps, 
wanted to 
avenge the indignity inflicted upon 
Secr etar y Car lisle ?.t Covington. 
Republicans and 
gold standard 
democr ats say he acted upon his 
own r esponsibility 
and from pure 
deviltr y. 
Whatever his identity or 
his motive is, however , the thr ower 
of eggs at Mr . Br yan made no mis­ 
take 
m escaping quickly, 
as he 
would cer tainly have far ed badly if 
caught. 


Mr . Power s, of the business col- 
lege, late last 
night 
offer ed u tq- 
war d of $500 for the appr ehension 
of the per son or per sons who thr ew 
the eggs. 
Chief of Police Badenoch 
has put a dozen 
detectives on the 
case and says he will exhaust ever y 
effor t to find the egg-thr ower .

SEDALIA NOT THE FIRST. 


Dissatisfactio n With th e Lo catio n o f 
th e Cap ital Du rin g Its Wh o le 
Histo ry . 


To th e Ed ito r o f th e 
D em o cr a t. 
In the journals of the Sev enth 
general assembly of Missouri I find 
some statements that are of interest 
just now. 
The first 
is from the 
regular message of Gov ernor J ohn 
Miller, dated Nov . 20, 18 32, and is 
quoted to show two facts, first, that 
ev en as early as 18 32 the question 
of remov ing the capital to some 
other place was seriously considered; 
and second, that the people of J ef­ 
ferson City hav e not made improv e­ 
ments, such £ s they are, but that 
they hav e depended on the state 
doing what Sedalia 
has done so 
much more thoroughly and fully , 
without any help from other sources: 
“ The condition of this city pre­ 
sents to the v iew of the legislature 
a subject of much interest to the 
people of the state. 
If it is not to 
be the permanent seat of gov ern­ 
ment, that fact ^annot be too soon 
made known; whiie on the other 
hand, if it is to remain as such, it 
is adv isable that 
those measures 
which would adv ance its prosperity 
should 
be 
taken 
with 
the least 
possible 
delay . 
Some 
of 
the 
principal 
streets 
are 
from 
the 
nature of the ground impassable. 
“ It is therefore respectfully recom­ 
mended that an appropriation be 
made for 
grading 
and otherwise 
improv ing them.” 
The 
senate journal shows that 
steps were really taken looking ro 
the 
remov al of the capital, 
and 
under date of Nov ember 29 , 18 32, 
at page 5 3, I quote: 
“ The resolution relativ e to the 
remov al of the seat of gov ernment, 
and abolishing the prov ision of the 
constitution, 
as 
to 
its 
location 
within forty miles of the mouth ot 
the Osage riv er, was taken up, read 
a second time, 
and, on motion, 
committed to a committee of the 
whole house, and made the order 
of the day tomorrow.” 
This quotation does not show to 
what place it was proposed to mov e 
the capital, but the house journal, 
at page 5 8 , shows that it was our 
neighbor, Boonv ille, 
that wanted 
to become the capital, though its 
citizens hav e all forgotten that fact, 
and 
some 
of 
them 
now oppose 
mov ing it at all. 
The following message from the 
senate was receiv ed by the house: 
“ There has been introduced in 
the senate, 
this day , a resolution 
prov iding for the remov al of thfc 
seat of gov ernment from the City 
of J efferson, 
in Cole county , 
to 
Boonv ille, Cooper county ; and to 
abolish so much of the elev enth ar­ 
ticle 
and second section 
of 
the 
constitution of this state as pro­ 
v ides that the seat of gov ernment 
shall be located within forty miles 
of the mouth of the Osage riv er, 
shall be abolished.”

show that there 
never were any 
grounds for the arrest. 
The charge against 
Mr. Berry 
was that of working a fraud on the 
railroads by securing transportation 
in the name of E. Walter Smythe, 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Co., 
and disposing of it to brokers. The 
federal objection was that 
doing 
this he had used the mails. 
Inspector Waterbury took the lead 
in working on the case and when, 
by jumping at a 
conclusion, 
he 
made the arrest of Mr. Berry, he 
took the greater part of the “ credit” 
to himself, leaving Inspector Sutton 
as second best. 
Now, Inspector Sutton is perfectly 
willing that 
Inspector 
Waterbury 
shall 
have all of the “ credit” in 
the 
case. 
The 
arrest 
of 
Mr. Berry 
was 
Irregular, 
the 
federal 
authoriiies say, from the 
fact that the inspectors greatly ex­ 
ceeded their authority in the matter. 
So overwhelming was the evidence 
of the inspectors' stupidity that the 
district attorney did not allow the 
case to even proceed so far as a 
preliminaty bearing before the com­ 
missioners. 
With Waterbury's own 
confession of the egregious blunder 
which had been committed. Attor­ 
ney Walker dismissed the action. 
Mr, Berry said yesterday that he 
was naturally pleased with the re­ 
sult and was not inclined to hold a 
grudge 
against 
the 
postoffice 
inspectors.

m y friends believed so, too. 
I have 
no disposition to seek revenge on 
account of the wrong done me by 
Inspector Waterbury, for I think 
his punishment on account of the 
mistake is already great enough.”

Putnam left but little fieritai?e to 
his descendants save fiis ;,^ood name 
and noble example, flis younr^ man­ 
hood was spent amoiiit these lidls 
and rocks, cveiy l>renefi of farmim^ 
rGeciviipjT his attention. 
By the 
time ilic French war o])oned he wa^^ 
able to leave his family in a com­ 
fort able homo well providixl for. 
Putiivnri reeoivt'd very litlli^ educa­ 
tion, and was entirely a ‘*self-made 
man.” 
Many aneedules are relatixl 
of his eneyory and ])erseverance, his 
brilliant aehievements in llie French 
and revolutionary battlefields. 
iVfter listcninyr to these thrilling 
accounts ot adventure we (‘agorlv 
wend our way over the hills” and 
throuirli the valleys which cradle the 
Quinnebaug river of 
many falls, 
through fc)rests of dense green a,nd 
sighing pine, to stand on tlie spot 
where Putnam was ]fiowing on t^ie 
morning of A pril 20, 1775, and re­ 
ceived the news of the collision of 
the British and the |)rovlncials of 
Boston the day ])revioiis.

The first house he 
built is not standing, l)ut the spot 
where it stoo I is pointed out. There 
is the first well he dug. 
Yonder is 
the house he occupied at that nota­ 
ble time (1775) and wliere lie lived 
through a happy old ago and where 
ho died. 
In this house great men 
have mot to bo entertained by P u t­ 
nam, none being ii more fam iliar 
guest than ’Washington. 
W hatever might have be(m cheer­ 
ing in the iilaco those days is surely 
not present now, for a more unin­ 
viting ab(xle cannot bo imagined 
than the old Putnam residence. 
In ­ 
deed, the whole farm presents any­ 
thing but a thrifty, well-kept ap 
pcarance, and a shame it is.

diiTerent is it from the a|)pearaneo of 
the home of his friend at 5 iomit 
Vernon. 
Perhaps 
some 
faithful 
band of women will undertake to re­ 
store the beauty of the place, as 
they did some years ago the home of 
W asniagton.'

made a most attractive spot, for it 
overlooks some of the most enchant 
ing scenery in New England. 
Tlie 
present owner of the farm seems to 
care 
little 
about pres(*rving 
the 
buildings from decay, and no one 
else is interested. 
One must never quit the place 
without a visit to ‘‘W olf’s Den,” the 
place where Putnam in 
a 
single 
hour achieved gi^eatness and fame 
for which 
many 
toil a 
lifetime. 
Schoolboys for a century have been 
fam iliar with the story of the caj)- 
ture of the she wolf at this place by 
Putnam , v/hose flocks she had been 
feasting upon most 
sumptuously. 
Fo r years she had been committing 
her ravages among the flocks of the 
whole country side. 
In vain were 
traps set and hunting parties sent 
through 
the forests. 
Rarely 
was 
she seen, and she always escaped. 
A t last they tracked her to this den 
in the rock on the liillside. 
Bu t no 
one would venture in after her. 
The 
dogs refused to go, the negro re­ 
fused, but they at last sent for P u t­ 
nam, whose daring was well known, 
although only .25. Putnam came,and, 
with a rope' tied to his ankle and 
carrying a torch and gun, crawlefl 
into the den, saw the wolf, shot her 
and came forth triumphant. 
Not far away from these scones, 
where Putnam lived and died, stands 
the bronze monument, 
which was 
not erected until relic hunters had 
almost demolished the marble slab 
which marked his grave. 
In 1S88 
the bronze equestrian 
monument 
was erected in. the village of Brook­ 
lyn, and his remains were removed 
and placed under the pedestal.—In ­ 
dian apoiis Journal.
